" When the hathing season arrives," 

remarked a natatorium professor the 
ot her day, " we'll bear of the usual 
maximum of drowning cases, and 
among them, as Usual, a fair share of 
expert, swimmers. The chief reason 
why good swimmers are so often 
drowned when they aw accidentally 
thrown into tho water is because the 
shock causes them to lose their pre- 
sence of mind. The loss of presence 
of mind leads to paralysis of body, or 
to such wild exertions as accelerate 
drowning instead of contributing to 
preservation. The ability to behave 
wiseh in case of sudden accidents can 
only be acquired by experience, just 
as everything else has to be acquired. 
The theory of the matter can be 
taught in swinuniii ,.ls, but the 

practice must, be acquired by experi- 
llence, in some of the Europe 
:in swimming schools, t he pupils tire 
taken out boat riding and purposely 
upset, as though the upsetting were 
accidental. They are also suddenly 
pushed overboard and subjected to 
all manner of prepared acofdenta, so 
as to accustom them to acting in em- 
ergencies. In this \vn learn 
how to behave in case of real icoidents, 
and are protected against :he loss of 
I heir presence of mind oil occasions of 
danger on the water. They are also 
taught to have faith in the sustaining 
power of the water itself. They get 
to know that the water will sustain 
them if they will only render it the 
least help. 

A linger laid upon an oar, or the 
gunwale of an overturned boat, or a 
board, or almost any floating substance, 
will sustain the human body in calm 
water. Persons who have been pro- 
porly taught, and have acquired the 
habit of acting with self-possession in 
the water when they are upset, do not 
attempt to climb upon the overturned 
boat, but simply take bold of it. and

In a case of accident, a person who 
understands and acts in accordance 
with these facts would stand a, belter

THE FORMATION OF PEARLS. 



The formation of mother-of pearl 
is doubtless a natuial process taking 
in certain mussels. The form- 
ation of pearls, on the other hand, is 
ascribed to accidents, and probably is 
caused by a sickness of the mussel, or 
by some wound inflicted on it. This 
view lias been reached by noticing the 
circumstance that when the shells are 
large and the inside smooth, clean and 
without any holes, so that the mol- 
lusks can fully develop, pearls aro 
but rarely found ; while the formation 
of pearls is very frequent when the 
shells are irregular. Sometimes hun- 
dreds of pearls are found in the last- 
mentioned shells, but frequently 
scarcely one of them possesses any com 
tu value. Etas] pearls arc found 
m bivalves : but. a useful product is 
found in some univalves. Fourteen 
varieties are enumerated, the products 
of which arc known to commerce.

A Painful Accident. 



TEAM OK 1IOKBE8 AND MOWING MACIIINK 
RUN OVEIt IIKNKY SOUUJDI, THE DEAF- 
MUTE 



On Thursday of last week Henry 
Scullen, the deaf-mute, living about 
two miles east of Potsdam, N. Y., on 
the Hopkinton road met with a very 
painful injury. He was mowing with 
a machine and span of horses Home 
distance from the house. A shower 
came up and being thinly clad and un- 
able to get under shelter he stopped 
the team and sat down just in front 
of the horses fore feet to get such 
protection from tho rain as bo could 
from the horses necks and bodies. 
While Hitting thus there were several 
flashes of lightning. Whether these 
were what started tho team or DOtil DOt 
known. At any rate there are no 
marks of lightning striking Ihe ma 
chine. The teams started from some 
MOM unknown and ran over Mr. Scul- 
len drawing the machine over him 
also. There was another man at work 
in tho same field who, seeing the 
running away, looked about fot Mr. S 
Ho soon found him prostrate and in a 
semi-conscious state. Being unable 
to talk to him aH to his injuries or to 
do anything for him there, he made 
him as comfortable as he could on a 
bed of hay and went and got a eon 
voyance and took him to his liOme, 
Dr. McKay was at once tent for. He 
found on arriving there that his left 
•boulder wuh seriously dislocated and 
that his arm was twice broken between 
the elbow and shoulder, and that he 
was otherwiHo bruised about the head 
and body. The upper fracture of the 
bone of the arm was only about, three 
inches from tho shoulder joint. This 
made the reduction of the dislocation 
extremely difficult as bill little power 
conld be applied to the arm to assist 
in the reduction. Seeing that it would 
be m-ccHHary to have aHsistance Dr. 
Finnimore was called in, oholoroform 
was administered and every effort 
made to reduce the dislocation but 
without HtieccHH that day. Tin 
morning Dr. McKay had a splint or 
appliance made by which power could 

be applied to the short pieces of bone 

of the arm next the shoulder. Will 
this to help them the doctors made a 
reduction very easily and readily, 
much to the gratification of both pa 
tient and doctors. The fractured and 
broken arm was then set. Mr. Scul

She had become 
the mother of her eleventh child oa 
the in /ruing of the 10th inst., but six 
days ago, but. this fad, seems to have 
hud nothing lo do with her demise. 
The home of the Ogle family is not 
far from the foot, of Nicoll Street, 
where a sewer that emptiee into the 
Hudson is in a very bad condition, 
emptying its contents out on the 
ground some distance from the water, 

and lilling the air therenboiils with 
noxious odors. It is this that is 
blamed for the lady's death. Sin: was 

half-ill sometime before the present 
babe appeared in this troublesome 

world, and seemed lo have been suf- 
fering from an intermittent fever 
when ihe burden of child birth was 
imposed upon her. 

The curious thing, however, that at 
most attention to the Ogles in 

connection with the death of the wife 
is the uncommon hereditary affliction 
that has beet, the lot, of the by no 
means small family. Out of the ele- 
ven obilren bom to the worthy couple, 

six have been born deal and dumb, 
though but five ol the six are now liv- 
ing — and this in spite of the fact that 
both Mr. and Mrs. Ogle have always 
had full possession of the sense of 
hearing and the power of Hpeech. 

It appears that lack of hearing and 
eotisequent inability to talk has been 
the sad portion of Some of Mrs. Ogle's 
anoestry. None of her near relatives 

suffered from the affliction! Bet fa 

ther's family was wholly exempt. The 
closest to her to sutler was a lady 
cousin. A sister of bsrs, who has had 
seven or eight, children, has none thai

BABLEWHEN THE STORY OF 

THE KILLING IS TOLD. 



(From the Louisville Commercial) 

IIor-KiNsviLLE, Ky., July 31.— A 
peculiarly strange and mysterious as- 
sassination was transaeied on Sixth 
Street, near Brownell's flour mill this 
morning at about three o'clock. The 
report of a pistol rang out upon the 
air and five shots in remarkablv quick- 
succession aroused the neighborhood ; 
most of them thinking it only the or- 
dinary festivity of the country, turn- 
ed over in bed and went to sleep 
again. 

But there were two or three who 
had the curiosity to investigate. A 
few yards above the railroad and 
within a square of the depot, the form 
of a colored man lay insensible upon 
the pavement in a pool of warm blood, 
with bullet-holes in his body, the 
work evidently of an incarnate* assas- 
sin. 

The man was Robert Oary. He 
was convoyed to the Court House, 
and laid out on a table in the County 
court room. When asked who shot 
him he said that it was Parker Me 
Combs. The latter is tho well known 
mute and street sprinkler. He 
refused to assign tho cause or recite 
particulars, but said it was a long 
story. The unfortunate man was 
to Alexander Thompson's residence, 
where he expired a few hours later. 
Tho crime is shrouded in an impene- 
trable mystery. No one witnessed 
the shooting. A remarkable incident 
occurred in the shooting. It seems 
that MeCombs sought Gary's life 
Boih had engaged in an altercation a 
few days previous to tho killing, when 
the latter slabbed tho former in the 
side, inflicting a serious wound. This 
morning, MeCombs happened at tho 
Rock Spring, on Eighth Si reel. A 
mysterious bullet was tired in close 
proximity to the lattor's head, by 
whom will forever remain unsolved. 
Cary was iniercepled by MeCombs in 
front of tho Rrownell mills. The lat- 
ter was hold firmly before a cocked 
revolver. The numientarv light of 
the moon passing through a thick 
cloud overhead caused Cary to 
the perilous position he was* in, and 
he ran for his life. MeCombs took 
deliberate aim and fired. 8rs< striking 
a match to make doubly sure of his 
intended victim. The bullet lodged 
in the left arm. The first shot was 
followed immediately by four others 
with remarkablv accurate aim, each 
taking effect. The second shot per- 
forated the left leg above the knee 
joint. Cary then wheeled and ran, 
lint, received tho last tin,,' bullets in 
the small of the back. MeCombs was 
soon after arrested, but eavc bond in 
the sum of $500. At the death of the 
victim, the murderer was rearre; 
and jailed. The murderer is an intel- 
ligent mulatoo. quiet, inoffensive, and 
well liked by I lie community. Cary, 
the murdered man, lived at Fai/view, 
and but. little is known of his char 
acter. Public sentiment leans with the 
prisoner owing to his previous good 
character. As usual, a woman was 
mixed up in the killing. This much 
tho prisoner admits, but absolutely 
declines to throw any additional light 
over the mysterious affair. Develop 
monts of a startling character are sur- 
mised on the day of examination.

Advice to Young Writers. 



BY JOHN 8AMLKU 



As one of the outgrowths of popular 
education, there seems to have come 
upon the youth of America the im- 
pulse of composition. In many cases 
this impulse passes away before the 
realy duties of life ; but in others, 
though smothered and rondered 
almost dormant by tho circumstances 
of after years, it never ceases to stir 
uneasily. In tho latter class the 
impulse is often, in truth, the Spirit, 
of bred seeking to carve for Himself a 
channel of utterance, and indicates a 
talent which, though hidden, is yet 
genu 1 ne. To this class of young 
writers, moved to constant literary ef- 
fort by the latent power within them, 
I have a word to say : 

While it is true, dear boys and girls, 
that many of the best writers, and 
particularly the great poets, have done 
some of their noblest work whilo very 
young, yet they were those to whom 
God had given His great gift of genius. 
In the case of ordinary mortals with 
simply a talent for writing, youth is 
not the time in which to produce, 
either in prose or poetry, work of true 
value. Boys and girls must learn 
what life means to them before God 
can use them to interpret it to others. 
But the lack of material is not the 
only disadvantage of young writers. 
Too many attempt to work not only 
without material, but without, tools 
or training. Tho knowledge of gram- 
mar, of rhetoric and the rules of 
metrical composition are as necessary 
to the writer as tools to tho carpenter. 
What the musicians call technique is as 
important to the forcible writer as to 
the effectivo musician. Seek a 
thorough mastery of the English lan- 
guage, strive to gain a true perception 
of the exact meaning of words — 
their relation to ono another, inde- 
pendently, and in any connection In 
whioh you wish to place them. To 
each word, as to each individual, be- 
longs by right a spiritual and intel- 
lectual atmosphere all its own, and if 
yon would use them to the best 
advantage they must be so associated 
and combined that these atmospheres 
will harmonize. This quality of 
words is that which a poet would call 
their color, and, to him, no quality 
is of more importance. Words used 
strictly according to dictionary defini- 
tions may yet as easily bo out of 
harmony with one another as may 
the colors of tho painter. Truo writ- 
ing is the art which includes all art, 
and tho true word-painter is the 
greatest of all artists. To be a true 
artist in words you must learn to 
grasp the varying and delicate per- 
sonality of words, and to handle them 
as the musician does bis keyboard, so 
that they will not only speak forth 
the music within you, but make to 
vibrato the hidden chords in the 
hearts of others. 

One of the first requisites of good 
writing is tho exact knowledge of 
what you want to say and the anility 
to say it exactly. Do not deal m plati- 
tudes ; these are tjnually made up of 
the vague, undefined matter already 
floating in the literary atmosphere. 
No thought, however, good in itself, 
is of value to a writer unless his own 
thought speaks through it. Flowers 
of speech are apt to be the dead blos- 
soms from our neighbor's garden. 
Let the offering, whatever it may be, 
carry only living bloom, or, if you 
like it better, coin your literary bul- 
lion at your own mint, and let each 
coin bear the stamp which God gives 
you for it ; don't borrow your dies, 
any more than you would steal your 
bullion. By this I do not mean that 
you should not study the writings of 
others. You will gain much by 1 
ful and constant study of the potto, 
and of good prose writers. The ab- 
sorption intoour intellectual systorn of 
good writing is like breathing pure 
air intoour lungs, making the whole 
body to expand and grow in strength. 
In this connection, note the fact that 
in no book ever written will find as 
beautiful writing— even when con- 
sidered from a merely literary ttatid- 
point — as is found in the Bible, the 
Book of books. 

In the Bible, also, yon will find an 
illustration of another point to which 
I wish to call your attention — the ne- 
cessity and the advantage of absolute 
truth. When an idea comes to you 
et firm hold of it, examine it closely, 
sure that it is of God — that you 
have the very idea God wishes to use 
through yon, that you ;understand it 
;iH He wishes you to understand It— 
then clothe it in the words which best, 
that is, most truly, define its form. 
Be, first of all, true — in your thought, 
in the form of your thought ate! 
in the illustrations which you iihc 
to enforce that thought. No mat- 
ter how attractive any arrangemen t of 
words may appear, how pleased your 
fancy may be with it, if it, is not ab 
solutely true, reject H ; be sure that 
God, who has given you the idea, has 
waiting for your search the true 
words which belong to it. No ita 
ments are as clearly cut and forcible, 
no similes as vivid and powerful in 
their illustration, as those of the 
J',j r ,)e — it is because they are absol 
ly true to the thought within them, 
which is of God. If your word 
not have truth in the inward parts, 
be snre they will never make anyone 
to "know wisdom."

else. Also the Spirit, of God, work 
ing through your own judgment, can 
weigh your work in a perfect balance, 
a thing which no one ei.se can do. 

Above all, remember that the tal- 
ent for writing is one of the best, gifts 
of God U) man. if He 1ms given yon 
a talent for writing, He is more inter 
estcd in its development than 
you can be. Hence it. is that, holding 
the possessor for the gift, He requires 
that it shall be used io do Hi work. 
To do the work of God without your 
pen, it is not, however, necessary to 
confine yourself to, or even to enter 
at all Upon, the field of what is called 
religious writing. God speakl through 
many voices. All truth and, there' 
fore, all beauty is of God. lie re- 
quires only that you should do your 
work under the guidance of His Holy 
Spirit. This He gives to all who ait 
in the name of Christ — "giveth liber 
ally and upbraideth not." — New York 
Weekly Witness.
